'"The president," he declared, "Is 
not only asking simultaneous se- 
curity in both oceans, but he is 
asking for war dictator powers." 
The peace executive branded as 
preposterous the demand for simul- 
taneous security in both oceans 
and pointed out strong divergences 
of opinion among navy and army 
to 
men as to the best approach 
the far east. 
As far as the immediate situa- 


tion goes, Harris was somewhat 


said. Asked the reason for this be- 
lief, he enlarged on his statement 
by saying, "The danger of an al- 
liance with Great Britain which 
might get us Into war in the far 
east within a comparatively short 
time has been lessened by Britain's 
negotiations with Italy." On the 
other hand, he said, Britain's will- 
ingness to deal with Italy "points 
to greater use of the British navy 
in the far east." 
Important among things which 


are driving the Unitde States 
toward war, Harris said, is the talk 
of "a combination of nations to 
stop aggressors." The question is, 
he said, "which impact on the 
president and congress is going to 
be more significant—the 
united 


front, or an angle of rest for ne- 
gotiations?" 
Harris pointed out 
that there has been organized a 
national strategy committee which 
is advocating that we stop the 
supernavy, stop the war dictator 
bill, put the people's will for peace 
into legislation, and try the Van- 
Zeeland plan. Wednesday noon at 
the Y. M. C. A. Harris will address 
business men on the topic, "How 
Can we Grapple with the War 
Problem?"

If such expenditures for obso- 
lete junk are in fact recommended 
by the navy department, it is only 
reminiscent!of the 20 long years 
during which the war department 
fought every attempt to promote 
machine guns as standard equip- 
ment. The crystallized brains of 
the general staff of that period 
were incapable of apprehending 
the importance of mechanization 
in modern warfare. That is what 
machine guns meant; the first 
step 
toward 
mechanization

arms and equipment. Only actual 
experience of the World war en- 
abled these brains to take in the 
new idea—and then it was mostly 
new brains, not the old ones, that 
saw the point. 
Nor is the navy different from 
the army in this respect. They are 
the most conservative minds on 
earth. Surface ships are no longer 
fighting units of any value in 
naval combat, If opposed by ade- 
quate fleets of airships and sub- 
marines. The conclusion, as ap- 
plied to our own country, is that 
at very modest cost for airships 
and submarines our country can 
be made safe from invasion. 


No man in the democratic party 
has been a more faithful giver of 
funds, and without hope of re- 
ward, too. No man in the demo- 
cratic group of old Wilson follow- 
ers has been personally more de- 
voted to the president than has 
Mr. Baruch. While others criticized 
and engaged in verbal attacks and 
sarcastic speeches, the former head 
of the war industries board con- 
fined his effort to personal per- 
suasion at the white house.

Then add, 
drop by dr6p, with constant stir- 
ring, enough ichthyol to give the 
paint a tint to match the normal 
skin. Usually from 10 to 60 drops 
of Ichthyol will be sufficient. 
Label the preparation "Cosmetic 
Paint" and use it to conceal white 
spots or any other blemishes that 
are unsightly. The paint washes 
oft easily, and of course must be 
teapplied as often as needed.

COUNCIL COMES TO 
'. USAGE AGREEMENT 


Fruits and Vegetables May 


Be Displayed Five Feet 


Out From Building. 


With some reluctance, the coun- 


cil Monday reached an agreement 
as to display of fruits and vegeta- 
bles in setback spaces beyond 
building walls in local business dis- 
trict*. There was a tendency to 
permit limited displays only with- 
in a specified distance from the 
nearest residence. This, it devel- 
oped, would exclude some fruit 
dealers from outside showings. All 
members finally agreed to elimi- 
nate the distance clause and allow 
a 5 foot display space,within the 
property line. 
The ordinance, as amended and 
passed, provides that retail grocery 
stores, fruit and vegetable stores 
and markets shall be permitted in 
local business zones when pon- 
'ductcd entirely within the inclosure 
walls of a building with this ex- 
ception: Fruits and vegetables may 
be 
displayed 
outside 
inclosure 


walls within S feet of such walls 
when such display is within the 
lot line, under a Marque and not 
less than 18 inches 
from the 
ground. 
Members indicated that 


If this proves unsatisfactory they 
may go back to the original plan 
of not permitting any outside dis- 
plays in local business sections. 
The ordinance was introduced 


by J. W. Ktnsinger, but the author, 
while voting in the affirmative on 
final passage, was not 
entirely 
pleased with elimination of the 
distance from residence feature. 
Mr. Kinsinger proposed an amend- 
ment which would have required a 
distance of 125 feet from display 
to home. A checkup of fruit 'stores 
in local business areas by Director 
Erickson, perhaps not including 
all, disclosed that this limitation 
would not bother four dealers with 
their outside displays but would 
eliminate seven dealers. 
No discussion was given a peti- 
tion requesting retention of Miss 
LulU Home as city librarian nor 
did members comment on a series 
of comments by Anna May Price 
on the recently submitted library 
survey report. Both were referred 
to the library board. 
Contract for a Hi ton truck for 
the paving repair department was 
awarded the International Har- 
vester company at $973 plus the 
old 1929 International truck. 


Urges Enforcement. 


H. B. Zelen, in a communication 


to the council, asked why the 
ordinance requiring that the owner 
or operator of two or more utili- 
ties furnishing service to file de- 
tailed reports of allocation of in- 
vestment and expense accounts is 
not being enforced. 
This ordinance, according to Di- 
rector Berg, goes back to artificial 
gas. 
After the dollar gas ordi- 
nance was enjoined, the council 
declined to repeal. 
A plan was 
developed requiring passage of a 
rate ordinance every 90 days and 
this was done over a considerable 
period. The council had a special 
gas committee for the purpose of 
studying costs and rates. The first 
90 day rate ordinance was passed 
in August, 1920. 
In 
February, 


1921, the allocation and expense 
ordinance, 
referred to by Mr. 


Zelen, was enacted. 
Altho the ordinance still remains 


on the book, there presumably is 
no further need of it since natural 
gas appeared and the people rati- 
fied a law which fixes gas rates. 
The old ordinance had to do with 
rate making and perhaps will be 
repealed as unnecessary.

DEMONSTRATEJPOTLIGHTS 


Auxiliary Lighting Equipmen 


Put Into Use. 


Portable spotlight equipment for 


use by the Lincoln fire department 
for fighting fires and for emer- 
gency operations when the regular 
source of power is disrupted was 
demonstrated Monday evening on 
the Lincoln hotel by the fire de- 
partment. The purpose of the dem- 
onstration was to compare the ef- 
fects of two different floodlight 
units, one capable of generating 
750 watts, and the other producing 
1,250 watts, according to chief 
Donnelly. 
Director Venner expressed sat- 


isfaction with the results of the 
demonstration and said the unit 
was another step forward. Chief 
Donnelly explained that it would 
reduce the hazard to firemen work- 
ing without lights at night fires. 
He demonstrated how the unit may 
be detached from the car and car- 
ried to any desired spot. It weighs 
only 71 pounds. 
The smaller unit, one of which 


has already been purchased by the 
department is mounted on the 
chief's car. It operates from a one 
cylinder' gasoline motor with a 
generator capable of producing 
power to light two floodlights and 
a huge spotlight. Emergency uses 
for the equipment according to 
Chief Donnelly would include res- 
cue work 
at 
drowningrs, 
train 


wrecks, 
and 
any 
work where 


power has been cut off or is not 
available. He indicated that an- 
other of the smaller units wiU 
probably be purchased soon which 
will be installed on the car of the 
assistant chief of tho department.

gineer, told 60 Lincoln engineers 
Monday night at a dinner in the 
Grand hotel. He spoke before the 
Lincoln Engineers' club. 
Altho 
the 
present 
privately 


owned toll bridge on Douglas street 
has the lowest toll rate in the mid- 
west, it has always been a profit- 
able enterprise—so profitable in 
fact that it has been impossible 
for state or county *o purchase 
it, Tilley declared. Between 1909, 
when it was built, and 1936, it 
has yielded more than 9 million 
dollars revenue, he asserted. 


With construction of the pro- 


posed Dodge street bridge, how- 
ever, five highways will be re- 
routed across the new structure 
Tilley said. 
This, he estimated, 


would divert nearly 80 percent of 
the Douglas bridge's present traf- 
fic.Toll rates on the proposed bridge, 
however, will not be cut, he de- 
clared. The act of congress which 
provided for the construction speci- 
fies, Tilley said, that the toll be 
kept up until the bridge is com- 
pletely paid for when the bridge 
will be made free. 
The state highway department 


will have a hand in the construc- 
tion of the Dodge street bridge, he 
explained, because $260.000 in fed- 
eral funds will be used for a via- 
duct over railroad crossings. The 
viaduct, he said, will be the west 
approach of the proposed bridge 
itself. 


Going back into the history of 
toll bridges. Tilley declared there 
has always been an aversion to 
paying tolls for crossing streams 
Toll bridges have "eventually been 
taken over by the people and made 
free so that trade and commerce 
could flow without impediment,1 
he recalled.

That he 
thoroly understood them all is evi- 
dent by the many notes that he 
left behind, many of which were 
not ready for publication! Espe- 
cially in medicine and mining he 
carried on advanced and success- 
ful investigations. 
In her study of Von Hardenberg 
Dr. Wagner has »hown the poet'* 
relation to most of the sciences of 
Jiat time, determining as defi- 
nitely as possible the role of these 
sciences in his life and art. While 
lie trained himself for the vocation 
of government administrator, he 
still found time 
to pursue 
the 
study of the sciences. 


Varied Interests. 


"Von Hardenberg kept his In- 


of them. In the science of mining 
his practical development was car- 
ried further than-in any other 
field, but geology and mineralogy 
in general held his attention. 
He 
wu likewise interested in all the 
speculations concerning the elec- 
trical phenomena as they were re- 
lated to chemistry 
and physics, 
while he recognized that astronomy 
was a close link with the Infinite. 
"While other romanticists took, 
some interest in science." says tha 
univertlty Germanics Instructor, 
"Von Hardenberg was no mero 
dilettante. He became a 
profes- 
sional and an administrator. Hia 
interest in the natural sciences and 
their practical application 
show 
the duality of his nature. He could 
carry on his everyday work which 
dealt with the exterior of things, 
but in the midst of it he could dis- 
cern something that pushed deeper 
into life's complexity."

Don't Neglect These 
Warning Signs That 
Disease Is on Way

AS AN old-time health official, 
am always interested in every 


ffort to control pneumonia. The 
isease deserves constant attention 
ecause millions of the population 
uffer from it every year. It ranks 
ourth as a cause of death. 
Dur- 


ing 1936 pneumonia was the cause 
f cne of every 15 deaths in New 
York. 


Recently I told you about the 
accine treatment for pneumonia, 
pointing- out that the vaccine is 
isually of little value in advanced 
cases. Today I want to tell you 
more about the symptoms or signs 
if the disease. 


Pneumonia is an acute inflam- 


mation of the lungs. It is char- 
acterized by fever, rapid, shallow 
>reathmg and pain in the chest or 
side. Often the sputum is blood- 
.inged. 


Aiany Varieties 


There are many varieties of the 


disease hut in all the attacks are 
ikely to come on suddenly, with- 
out any warning. 


Sudden, unexplair>3d chills may 


be the first important sign. Fever 
s present, with temperature above 
102 degrees. The sufferer com- 
ilains of pain in the chest. 
This 


may disappear within a short time 
or persist. Perhaps the most com- 
mon and characteristic 
sign of 


meumonia is the so-called "rusty" 
ippearance of the sputum. 
This 


s caused hy an admixture of blood. 


As the disease progresses, a 


hacking and difficult cough ap- 
>ears. The fever becomes higher 
and there is difficulty in breathing. 


Blister-like sores appear around 


the mouth and lips. This condition 
s medically known as "herpes". 
The face appears flushed and, at 
times, actually bluish in color. The 
sufferer is extremely restless and 
may suffer from mental disturb- 
ance and extreme exhaustion. 


Caused by Germ 


As I have told you, pneumonia Is
